Village board approves 
'adult uses' ordinance

The board of directors of the 
Village of Antioch approved an 
ordinance that will restrict business- 
es referred to as "adult uses." 

With* this ordinance on the 
books, the "■ village can regulate 
businesses such as adult bookstores, 
adult entertainment cabarets (strip 
clubs), adult motion picture theaters 
and adult novelty stores. 

Over the past, several meetings, 
board members have discussed what 
measures should be taken to provide 
the most protection for the commu- 
nity from these types of businesses 
without leaving the village vulnerable 
to a lawsuit for putting unreasonable 
barriers in the ordinance. 

Village attorney Ken Clark made 
sure it was clear that Antioch has to 
allow for adult uses within the village. 
Because freedom of expression is 
protected under the First Amend- 



ment of the Constitution, the village 
cannot make Uie restrictions so 
strong that they would in essence 
" totally prevent this type of business. 

The language of the. ordinance 
limits adult uses to property zoned 
M-l (manufacturing district) as of 
January 2000. Additionally,, the 
businesses will not be allowed any 
closer than 600 feet to Uie property 
lines of residences, schools, parks, 
churches and other businesses that 
sell liquor, as well as maintaining a 
600-foot distance from marked state 
highways and the downtown overlay 
district. 

This leaves 67.7 acres of land 
within the village that could be 
occupied by these businesses, about 
1.5 percent of the total area of the 
village. 

Clark clarified that once an adult 
use business has already been estab- 
lished, people cannot come in and 
build houses as an excuse to shut the 
business down.

Dist. 53 to hold tax levy hearing

A public hearing is being held to 
approve a proposed property tax levy 
increase of Emmons Grade School 
Dist. 33 on Dec. 19 at 7 p.m. at 
Emmons Grade School located on 
Beach Grove Rd. in Antioch. 

Supt. Matt Tabar said, "We're not 
seeking anything unusual this year. 
The amount is under 15 percent." 



Tabar indicated that the tax cap 
limits the district, making it neces- 
sary to ask for more than what is 
actually needed. 

"Eighty-five percent of our total 
operational funds come from 
property taxes," said Tabar. "Only 10- 
15 percent come from state and 
federal funding." Property taxes 
levied will be used for all of the funds 
used to operate the school including 
the educational fund, building fund, 



transportation fund and special 
education fund. 

The corporate and special 
purpose property taxes abated for 
1999 were $1.38 million, and the 
proposed tax levy increase is for $1.59 
million or a 14.8 percent increase 
over the previous year. 

"Last year the growth rate was 
smaller than in past years," said

People can browse 
half the store, and then sit on our 
couches a little while before shop- 
ping the other half." • 

Martin kept the previous store 
location open while she renovated 
the current one. "On Aug.l, I started 
renovating this shop. The other store 
closed on Sept. 23, and the doors 
opened here on Oct. 7— for the front 
half of the shop. It took another three 
weeks to finish the back half where 
our couches and extra furniture are," 
said Martin. 

Of the couches, Martin added, "I 
always wanted benches out front for 
the men, but now I have the couch- 
es and don't need the benches. Plus,- 
I've been told by many men that they 
like mystore too." 

The shop is filled top to bottom 
and front to back with country gifts, 
collectibles and furniture. "I always 
wanted an old house and converted 
barn for my shop," said Martin. "I 
couldn't find that situation, so here I 
am. I have the biggest store on Main 
St., and I could still use more room." 

Martin said she wants people to 



enjoy her store and has chosen her 
merchandise and displays to that 
end. 

"Ldon't want everyone in the 
area to have the same things, so I 
change what I keep in the store pret- 
ty often. I can order something for 
someone, but often people say 
they'll just wait and see what new 
things I have coming in," she said. 

Since the new store has'opened, 
Martin has added upholstered 
couches and chairs, more wooden 
furniture, and upper end dishes and 
dinnerware. She stocks candles from 
five different candle companies. She, 
plans to attend trade shows in Janu- 
ary to look for other new vendors. 

Other specialty items include 
handmade samplers created by 
three different women around the 
country, as well as flower and herb 
displays made out of the old win- 
dows out of the Ft.

In the course of remodeling, 
Martin unearthed some treasures 
from the drugstore's heyday that she 
has donated to the Lakes Region His- 
torical Society. "When we were ren-

Shineflug announces re-election plans as Maravela declares his

Antioch Mayor Marilyn Shine- 
flug has announced her intentions to 
run for re-election as part of the An- 
tioch First party in the April 3, 2001 
election. Though she had planned to 
present the platform of the Antioch 
:First party after the holidays, Shine- 
flug came forward with her news in 
response to businessman Taso Mar- 
avela's entry as an independent can- 
didate against her. 

In addition to Shineflug, the An- 
tioch. First party is made up of 
Dorothy Larson, who is seeking re- 
election as a village trustee; Tom 
Baba, who is currendy a member of 
the combined planning and zoning 
board, a position he would leave to 
fulfill duties as a trustee; and Ken 
Karasek, who has never before, 
served the village in an official ca- 
pacity. 

"I am very pleased. to announce 
the formation of the Antioch First 
party," said Shineflug. "Each of our 
candidates has demonstrated an 
outstanding record of positive in- 
volvement in our community." 

Maravela, a businessman lauded

the office, people have expressed a 
lot of dissatisfaction to me (about the 
incumbent mayor and current 
board), and don't think this admin- 
istration should run unopposed." 

Issues important to the Antioch 
First party are creating a healthy, bal- 
anced tax base that includes an ap- 
propriate mix of residential, com- 
mercial, light industrial and conser- 
vation/open space areas in order to 
provide tax relief and improve job 
opportunities for residents; and to 
shape the growth that is coming to 
Antioch while preserving Antioch 's 
identity, historical heritage and

He said a 
previously 
written re-

stood his comments and that he is 
not pro-growth. "We don't need an- 
other K-Mart or Sam's (Club)," said 
Maravela. 

In terms of residential growth he 
said, "It's too overcrowded as it is. 
There are over 10 subdivisions that 
have not been completed. We need 
strict control of growth for both plan- 
ning and zoning." 

Maravela isn't alone in his belief 
that growth should be regulated. 
"Members of the Antioch First party 
share a strong desire to be respon- 
sive to residents' concerns," empha- 
sized Shineflug. "One frequently 
heard concern relates to the amount 
of residential growth being experi- 
enced in our area." 

Shineflug indicated that, in com- 
ing weeks, her party would share 



more specific information about 
what the village has done, and plans 
to do, with regard to streets, sewer 
systems, sidewalks, parks, police and 
fire services. 

Maravela feels he would make a 
good mayor because he is a good 
businessman who has been success- 
ful for 43 years. "Running the village 
is just like running any other busi- 
ness," he said. "My office door is al- 
ways open now, and it will always be 
open to anyone in the village if I am 
elected." 

Shineflug served as a trustee on 
the village board from 1989-1993, 
and has served as mayor of the vil- 
lage since 1993. She has been Anti- 
och V representative to the Lake 
County Solid Waste Agency since 
1983 and is now chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee. She has been on 
the board of the Lake County Mu- 
nicipal League since 1995 and now 
serves the league as president. 

Maravela has criticized efforts to 
privatize work that had been previ- 
ously handled by the public works 
department. He said, "I would like to 
bring the village back to what it was 
like in the 70s, with more village em- 
ployees and fewer outside contrac- 
tors." He feels it is more expensive 
for the village to use outsiders than to 
use people intimately acquainted 
with the physical structures of the 
village. 

Shineflug responded, "Privatiza- 



tion can benefit the taxpayers be- 
cause certain services, such as snow- 
plowing, can be provided on an as- 
needed basis. Without privatization, 
the village must cover employee ex- 
penses, including salaries and bene- 
fits, as well as equipment expenses 
including purchase and mainte- 
nance, on a full-time basis." 

She added, "Members of the vil- 
lage board, including Mr. Maravela, 
studied the issue for many months 
before voting in 1997 to support the 
partial privatization of three pro- 
grams with contracts for the opera- 
tion of the sewage treatment plant as 
well as the provision of related labo- 
ratory services, contracts of supple- 
mental snow removal and contracts 
for limited janitorial services. His 
voting record shows he supported, 
on numerous occasions, all of these 
initiatives." 

The positions of trustee current- 
ly held by Marvin Oldenburger and 
Ron Cunningham will be filled in ad- 
dition to Larson's in the spring elec- 
tion. Neither Oldenburger nor Cun- 
ningham has picked up petitions to 
place them on the ballot from the vil- 
lage clerk at this time. 

Petitions can be picked up at die 
Village Hall by anyone interested in 
filling one of these open positions. 
Petitions must be signed by a mini- 
mum of 62 registered voters in Anti- 
och and be filed with the village clerk 
between Ian. 15-23.

seven and 14 shades. And unlike other teeth 
whitening procedures which require a mouth- 
piece to be worn for a long period of time, this 
procedure usually includes only three 20 
minute treatments in one visit. 

"The bt£ advantage is it's done in one 
hour instead of 14-30 days,* said Cohen. to It 
'ivili: not change the color of crowns or fill- 
ings.* 

Brite Smile is basically a three-step proce- 
dure. First, all of the gum tissue is isolated by a 
liquid material that hardens to protect the 
gums, because they can be sensitive. Then, a 
gel is put on the patient's teeth which consists 
of a 15 percent hydrogen peroxide solution 
and an agent that is activated by a gas plasma 
light also known as a blue light. This bleaches 
the teeth. Once this is completed, the excess 



gel is removed from the patients teeth, and 
the procedure is repeated, usually twice. 

"It's not heat dial's causing the gel to oxy- 
genate the teeth structure, it's photo-reactivi- , 
ty," commented Cohen. 

Ubertyville resident Melissa Knuth had 
the procedure performed, and prior to going 
to Cohen's office said she didn't know what to 
expect. Afterwards, she explained what the 
procedure was like, 

"They are a lot brighter thatlhey were be- 
fore," Knuth said about her teeth. "I think that 
the amount of time it took to have things done 
as well as they were — 1 was very impressed." 

She was shown a before and after picture of 
her teeth following the procedure, and Cohen 
said that her teedi were whitened by about 
nine shades. Since she works two jobs, she ex-

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plained Uiat to a lot of people like herself who 
are very busy, time is an important factor. 

"It takes maybe a nvo hour chunk of a day, 
but then you don't have to worry about it 
(wearing a mouth guard with whitening gel 
from two weeks to a month," said Knuth. But 
did she feel any discomfort? Only once, but 
she said it was because her mouth became a 
little dry at the end of the treatment. 

"That wasn't too bad, all things consid- 
ered," she said. According to Cohen, this was 
normal, because the teeth have to re-hydrate 
from the bleaching.process. However, he not- 
-tfd that this is not painful. 

The Brite Smile procedure has been ap- 
proved by the American Dental Assn., and in- 
dependent safety studies conducted by re- 
searchers at the University of Medicine and 



Dentistry in New Jersey, and New York Uni- 
versity, confirmed that the procedure causes 
no structural change in a person's teeth. They 
also found that it does not soften tooth enam- 
el and is not harmful to gum tissue. 

The procedure typically costs $500, com- 
pared to $350- $600 for tray bleaching, mak- 
ing the cost comparable, Cohen noted that 
the results generally last three years or more 
with good dental hygiene, and"often consid- 
erably longer for patients who refrain from 
using tobacco products, coffee, tea or dark 
soft drinks.

Where's the line? 

Is a pattern developing here? Do local 
high school coaches cross the line when 
it comes to making cuts on the team? 
Many would say yes. Many would take it ' 
with a grain of salt and move on. Well, there is 
one local program that has been very success- 
ful, especially in recent years. 

It's not to say either party, the cut player 
or the coach, is to.blame. But both sides need 
to understand the big picture. 

To my understanding, as long as you go 
out and give it your best shot, if a coach does- 
n't like what he's seeing, it's his loss! Right? 
You might not be good enough for the team 
but as long as you know deep down inside 
you competed with the opposition and gave it 
your all, that's what matters. Correct me ifl'm 
wrong. 

Introducing the combatants. In this cor- 
ner, you have the well-established and suc- 
cessful basketball program with a coach who 
pushes and strives to get the most of his play- 
ers. 

And trust me-J've done my research. After 
talking with these players, who shall remain 
anonymous for now-they can't envision play- 
ing for any other coach. The reason-they're 
coach is getting the most out of them and 
they fully understand this. 

While the common goal of the program is 
geared towards having fun, the competitive 
nature involved in high school sports pre- 
sent-day is at an all-time high. The program 
wants to represent the school well and prove 
they can hang with the best. Furthermore, a 
conference title is usually another common 
goal. If you don't attain that goal, others are 
set, realizing limitations, of course; 

Some might view a coach yelling and 
screaming at players during the course of a 
practice or a game malicious at first. But 
upon further review, there is justified reason * 
they do so. They know you are capable of so 
hiuclimore and think you are not fully apply- 
ing yourself. But you have to ask yourself this. 
Would you rather be pushed into doing your 
best or would you perhaps like to play for a 
coach and team that has fun, yes, but while 
learning, the coach (and yourself) aren't 
putting forth the effort they know they can. 

Mixed into the equation is the fact that 
losing happens to be a part of the game and a 
part of life. You win Some and you lose some. * 

The underlying dilemma, however, is 
this: Where do you draw the line when you 
have a successful program and a player has 
tried to fit in and did so his first three years af- 
ter working his way up the ranks? Then, all of 
a sudden, you're cut from the team because 
building for the future is the primary objec- 
tive. Furthermore, the cut player (and there 
were five, I'm told) are dubbed as a 'disease' 
to the team's growth. Many would say that is 
in poor taste. 

1 myself liked to be pushed. But the issue 
and while I'm venting is how it is communi- 
cated when you are not one of the select few 
that makes the cut. 

Perhaps being called a 'disease' to the 
team was a stretch. But that's life. Nonsense 
like this seems commonplace in today's com- 
petitive world. 

Thus, the moral of this story is simple. 
Words can and do hurt, especially when it 
deals with telling a player that you're all of a 
sudden not a part of the mix. If that's what 
the coach said, conveying to the player that 
you did they did not make the team should be 
communicated perhaps a little differently. 
Only suggestion I have is to use this adversity 
towards construction, not destruction. How 
they do that is up to them.

Commands work on major, minor projects on base

All Great Lakes Naval Training Center 
commands are moving ahead to achieve the 
goal of base beautification. 

In oudihing his plans for Great Lakes, Rear 
Adm. David Polatty III, Commander Naval 
Training Center, noted that quality of life is vi- 
tal to making Great Lakes a preferred duty sta- 
tion. He declared that it is necessary to "im- 
prove our environment and infrastructure, so 
that when people come here they feel the same 
pride and professionalism that we do." 

Each command is contributing to the over- 
all project 

"This is an all-hands concentrated effort," 
said CTRCM(SW/SS) Duffy Merrill, NTC com- 
mand master chief. It involves enhancing the 
appearance of the base, he noted, "taking caje 
of things that have been overlooked for a while. 
We're trying to breathe new energy into the 
base. Individual commands are reassessing on . 
a daily basis." 

Chief petty officers cleaned up the center 
median on Buckly Road, Merrill said. "That's 
the gateway Into Great Lakes," he pointed out. 

Base beautification includes major struc- 
tural repairs; road, sidewalk, and fence repairs; 
indoor and outdoor painting; replacing and re- 
pairing street and building signs; cleaning up 
of outdoor areas and insides of buildings, as 
well as specific quality of life projects. 

Sidewalks around Bldgs. 25 and 28 have 
been temporarily roped off to provide protec- 
tion from'falling debris. Sailors from CBU-401 
have replaced the chain link fence at the main 
gate with a continuation of the black iron fenc- 
ing, and have moved a completely-refurbished 



A-4 Skyhawk attack aircraft from the hangar at 
Bldg. 215 to an area outside the Great Lakes 
Museum.' Plans have been made to install a 
skating rink at the site of the old tennis courts 
at Camp Barry. 

Public Works Center is making large build- 
ing signs and ensuring that they are uniform. 
The command is repairing street lamps, check- 
ing areas for debris such as broken glass and 
overflowing garbage cans, checking potholes, 
taking care of ground maintenance and flag- 
ging areas which will need new grass in .the 
spring. 

"We're getting reports from CDOs on what 
needs improvement on base," saidLt j.g. Ryan 
Perry, activity public works officer for bachelor 
housing. 

Support for beautification projects is pro- 
vided by the NTC Self-Help Department, 
which assists with materials, equipment and 
construction expertise. A number of projects, 
including repair work, painting, grass cutting, 
and outdoor clean-up, are being carried out by 
.Sailors from Recruit Training Command's 
Temporary Holding Unit, noted BUC(SCW) 
Dennis Lassard, self-help LCPO. 

Transient Personnel Unit Sailors are han- 
dling trash pick-up through the First Lieu- 
tenant's Division. 

Plans have been made to provide sup- 
plies and equipment for cleaning and paint- 
ing the Marina boathouse next week, ac- 
cording to HMC Jackie Malone. The chief, 
along with SKC Steve Wyer, is supervising 
base beautification for NTC, through the 
self-help department. The Tiger Team, 
which includes the two chiefs and their man- 
power personnel, are working out of the self- 
help department heaadquarters.

Scholarship pageant focuses 
on community over

The fifth annual Miss Northern Illinois 
Scholarship Pageant was held at the College of 
Lake County with its main focus on the impor- 
tance of community service over beauty and 
self-indulgence.* 

The typical pageant might include com- 
petitions such as sportswear, formal wear, 
speeches and interviews, which were the basis 
of this pageant. But where this pageant differs, 
is in the-emphasis on community service, ed- 
ucation and responsibility, rather then out- 
ward appearances. 

Judges are looking for girls that have a ra- 
diant inner spirit, a positive attitude and who 
can speak with confidence and poise. Option- 
al competitions were held two weeks prior to 
the main competition. Categories from this 
competition included talent, photogenic, 
modeling as well as an essay on "How I Make 
A Difference in My Community." 

Seven different titles were awarded to the 
17 young girls competing whose ages ranged , 
from 6-21 years old. Each participant who did 
not receive a Queen title received the title of 
Ambassador for their community. 

Both Queens and Ambassadors will be 
serving as community representatives and will 
attend events such as the March of Dimes Walk 
and the Juvenile Diabetes Dinner. Each girl 
makes as average of 75 appearances, but are 
only required to make 10 appearances for Am- 



bassadors and 20 for Queens. 

The big emphasis on this pageant is com- 
munity service. Coordinator Kelli Lichten- 
berger commented on their basis for competi- 
tion. "Pageants have gotten a bad rap. We base 
our pageant on inner views, not facial beauty." 
Many of the girls that competed participate 
within their community on the weekends, al- 
lowing them time to still be kids during the 
week. 

Queens that were crowned this year origi- 
nate from Lake and McHenry Counties. This 
year's Petite Miss winner was Michelle Garland 
from Grayslake and the Preteen Miss was 
Chelsea Carr from Lindenhurst. The title for 
Junior Miss as well as Model of the Year was 
awarded to Charlotte Hoffman of Vernon Hills. 
Michelle Czach was awarded the title of Young 
Miss. Her sister, Marie Czach, won the Miss ti- 
tle and held the highest score for the scholar- 
ship pageant. Both girls live in Wauconda. 
Kelsey Kraft of Island Lake was awarded best 
division essay, best division interview, Overall 
Photogenic as well as the LitUe Miss title. The 
Miss Northern Illinois Supreme Star title was 
awarded to Samantha Hoy of Ingleside. In or- 
der to receive this title, she had to participate 
in three out of the four optional competitions 
prior to the Scholarship Pageant. Hoy had the 
highest overall combined pageant score and 
won awards for best division interview, best di- 
vision essay, top six in modeling as well as the 
Overall Talent winner for her Irish step dance 
performance.

Outer-belt plan 

matter of time, 

lot of money 

More than 50 years ago, futurists and far-sighted citizens 
advocated regionalization of northern Illinois public 
transportation. The outgrowth of their advocacy re- 
sulted in the formation or the Regional Transportation 
Authority bringing together unifying authority over Chicago transit 
and suburban rail and bus facilities. 

Thirty years ago supporters of suburban rail transportation began 
championing the cause for establishing commuter rail service on 
the Wisconsin Central to serve central Lake County communities. 
That service with a northern terminus at Antioch became a reality 
three years ago. 

Now community leaders and politicians are hailing prospects of 
establishing commuter service on a long established freight rail- 
way that would linkWaukegan, Mundelein-Vernon Hills, Barring- 
ton with west and south suburbs like Elgin, Aurora and Joliet. If 
history repeats, the historic Outer Belt Line will become opera- 
tional for commuters around 2025 or so. 
We mention these landmark transportation developments to 
point out the fact that it takes approximately 30 years for transpo- 
ration initiatives to perculate through the labyrinth of governmen- 
tal agencies, conflicting interests and inertia to have a good idea 
become reality. And have no doubt that upgrading for commuter 
service the tracks of the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern Railway that loops 
the Chicago metropolitan area is not a good idea. 
The 110-mile long rail system would add a new dimension to 
commuter rail — linking outlying population centers with each 
other rather than connecting to the Chicago hub. Metra officials 
have hailed the proposal, estimated to cost $1,3 billion, as a "new 
era" in suburban transportation. 

Nearly 30 communities are envisioned as stops in the counties of 
Lake, DuPage, Will and Cook. Metra in 1999 authenticated the fea- 
sibility of EJ&E passenger service with either single or double 
tracks. Another backed with federal, state and local funding is 
planned to begin in early 2001. 

So far only one elected official has jumped on the EJ&E bandwag- 
on, State Rep. Terry Parke (R-Hoffman Estates). But more officials 
are expected to voice support as the plan takes shape. 

From a historical perspective, it can be seen that a lot of time and 
a great deal of money will be needed to make the Outer Belt system 
happen. But it will happen. History tells us so. 

Gambling boats 
could be tested 

Public support of casino gambling may be tested on both 
ends of Lake County in the spring 2001 elections. 
One candidate in the crowded field for mayor of 
Waukegan will use his opposition to casino gambling as a 
prime campaign issue. Independent Democrat Bill Shorts doesn't 
believe in using a gambling boat to promote economic develop- 
ment. Shorts is in direct opposition to mainstream Democrats 
who actively seek casino gambling. 

In Fox Lake, where a group of investors has maintained offices for 
a proposed casino license for nearly 10 years, there always has 
been nominal support among a handful of political leaders and 
businessmen for a Chain O'Lakes gambling boat. Public opinion 
never has been openly debated in tke context of a political cam- 
paign. Candidates for mayor of Fox Lake can well be prepared to 
take a stand on casino gambling. 

Shorts is incorrect when he says area legislators are opposed to 
casino gambling because of public opposition. They're not — pub- 
lically. For one thing, Illinois law permits casino gambling. For 
another thing, the gambling industry contributes heavily to politi- 
cal campaigns. For the Lake County Springfield delegation, casino 
is a non-issue. Our state representatives like it that way. 

At two Fox River locations, Barrington and Antioch, plans for 
casino boats were dropped under heavy fire from citizens. If there 
is public opposition, anti-boat forces ought to speak up. This is 
one instance where state politicians can't be expected to carry the 
ball.

If only the little children knew 
what is happening to Bambi 
and Rudolph. It wouldn't make 
for a happy Christmas for 
youngsters eagerly awaiting the ar- 
rival of Santa and his faithful rein- 
deer. 
While Yule carols echo in the air, 
camouflaged hunters armed with 
high tech bow and arrow weapons 
are stalking wooded areas in cen- 
tral and west Lake County in search 
of Dancer and Prancer's cousins. 

In Highland Park, city council 
members voted 4-3 to exterminate 
part of the estimated deer popula- 
tion of 39. In polite political par- 
lance, it's called "lethal culling." Vo- 
cal opponents of the four-footed 
residents, who support killing about 
20 animals, say deer foraging in- 
stincts are destroying trees and 
shrubs. 
There's a real war of words being 
aged in the sedate North Shore com- 
munity. Resident Sam Levitt said 
the city's information on deer popu- 
lation is damage and flawed. Coun- 
cilwoman Karen May, just elected a 
state representative, sided with the 
deer exterminators. 
The deer debate brought out testi- 
mony from Karen Purves of the Ani- 
mal Protection Institute that culling 
(killing) only accenuates animal in- 
stincts to procreate. It boils down to 
whether Highland Park can kill the 
deer faster than Rudolph and his 
lady friends can produce new baby 
deer. 

A Libertyville resident, T.L. Mad- 
dox, who owns wooded property 
near Fourth Lake in central Lake 
County, told of finding arrows in 
trees left by errant marksmen. 
Maddox, aVietnam veteran, said 
the sight has created a nerve-shat- 
tering condition. Maddox said the 
deer are so tame hunting them is 
like shooting at "the meat counter 
at Jewel." 
The Maddox property is adjacent 
to the home of Martha Kazak, 
whose experience of being accost- 
ed by bow hunters out to retrieve a 
wounded doe seeking refuge in 
her yard resulted in widespread 
press coverage. "All I'm trying to 
do is protect the little bit of 
wildlife that is left in the area," 
Maddox asserted. 

Part of the problem is that a good 
bit of Lake County, despite rampant 
growth and development, provides 
suitable habitat for deer. 
They like it here. Killing the animals 
doesn't seem to be the end-all an- 
swer.

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Leaving a kid in a taxi- 
raises some questions 



I'm sure that you were intrigued 
as I about the incident where a 
couple returned home in a taxi- 
cab from O'Hare Airport and 
realized after arriving at home that 
neither of them had picked up their 
3-year old child, who was sound 
asleep in the back seat of the cab. 
How frightening, I thought when I 
first heard of the account on the ra- 
dip, but what followed was truly 
amazing. The taxi driver was ticket- 
ed by police for not checking his cab 
for anything that may have been left 
behind. 

That citation lasted a few days 
when some outraged citizens called 
Chicago police to object that it was 
unfair that the parents weren't 
charged with anything while the 
cabbie was charged with an infrac- 
tion. The Chicago Police superinten- 
dent used good judgment in quash- 
ing the misdemeanor charge. 

The matter does raise some 
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questions. I guess that after a long 
flight from somewhere, someone 
who is tired, too, maybe completely 
out of it, but how can the police ever 
think of placing a greater burden of 
responsibility on a cab driver than 
on the parents. The Chicago ordi- 
nance may be a good one so that 
cab drivers check their cabs after 
each stop in case a passenger forgets 
to remove all packages or belong- 
ings. 

That city law even raises ques- 
tions. What happens if there are 
more than one passenger in a taxi 
but going to different locations? 



Does the driver have to find out if a 
package left in his vehicle belongs to 
the passenger he just dropped off or 
the one still in the vehicle? Some 
passengers may take offense to just 
questioning whether the package 
belongs to them. 

But, back to the incident that re- 
ally happened. The Cook County 
guardian, when questioned about 
the circumstances of the case, sug- 
gested that if it had happened to a 
minority of color, he wondered if the 
police would not have called in the 
Department of Children and Ser- 
vices as a child neglect matter. Also, 
if it had been that minority couple, 
would their names have been with- 
held in the radio and TV reports, as 
was done in the case. 

This incident had a happy end- 
ing, and that's great. The child is safe 
and sound and home where the

But, 
something that is dangerously wrong to the 
rights and liberties of citizens cannot be al- 
lowed to fester for it will finally explode to 
scar entire communities, not just those paid 
to uphold the law.

such discrimination cannot be tolerated. It has 
been suggested that a federal law against racial 
profiling should be enacted, and such a bill has 
been introduced in Congress.

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Tis the season for rosacea flare-ups 



As the winter wind picks up and the air 
turns frigid, many people find their cheeks or 
nose taking on a rosy glow. While it may seem 
like a sign of the season, that facial redness 
may actually be a warning sign of rosacea, a 
little-known but increasingly common facial 
disorder not estimated to affect more than 13 ' 
million Americans. 

"Because rosacea's early symptoms are 
often mistaken for the natural effects of the 
weather, many people don't realize what they 
have," said Dr. Jerome Z, Lilt, assistant clini- 
cal professor of dermatology at Case Western 
Reserve University. "Unfortunately, without 
medical treatment, this conspicuous and of- 
ten embarrassing condition usually becomes 
increasingly severe and disruptive of daily 
life." 

Rosacea is a chronic and progressive dis- 
order that typically first appears after age 30 
as a redness on the cheeks, nose, chin or fore- 
head that may come and go. As the condition 
progresses, the redness becomes ruddier and 
more porsistent, and dilated blood vessels 



may appear on the surface of the skin. With- 
out treatment, acne-like Sumps and pimples 
often develop, and in advanced cases, the 
nose may become bumpy and enlarged from 
excess tissue. 

This is the condition, rather than alcohol, 
that gave the late comedian W.C. Fields his. 
trademark red bulbous nose. While alcohol t 
may aggravate rosacea, the symptoms can be 
just as severe in a teetotaler. In some cases, 
rosacea also may affect the eyes, causing 
them to feel gritty or appear watery and 
bloodshot. 

"Rosacea symptoms are often the most 
pronounced during weather extremes and 
that is why many patients first confront this 
condition during the winter months," Dr. Litt 
said. "Anyone experiencing prolonged facial 
redness or other signs of rosacea should sec a 
dermatologist for diagnosis and appropriate 
therapy." • 

In a survey of 683 rosacea patients by the 
National Rosacea Society, exposure to wind 
was cited as the most common winter factor

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likely to trigger a flare up of rosacea symp- 
toms, affecting 88 percent of all respondents 
— including those living in mild and moder- 
ate climates as*well as areas with severe win- 
ter weather. Cold weather affected 72 percent 
of all respondents, ranging from 80 percent in 
severe climates to 46 percent in areas where 
winters are mild. 

Conversely, high indoor heat, which can • 
be difficult to regulate in changing weather, 
had aggravated rosacea in 63 percent of the 
respondents in mild or moderate areas, while 
affecting 57 percent of those in severe cli- 
mates. 

One of the least obvious but most com- 
mon winter tripwires is simple holiday stress, 
reported to affect 59 percent of rosacea suf- 
ferers regardless of their location. Other sea- 
sonal factors that may aggravate rosacea in- 
cluded heated beverages, from hot chocolate 
or cider to hot coffee or tea, which affected 61 
percent of all survey respondents. 

While rosacea has no cure, dermatolo- 
gists today can successfully treat the disorder 
I with fast-acting oral and topical antibiotics to 
bring the symptoms under immediate con- 
trol, followed by long-term therapy with topi- 
cal medication alone to maintain remission. 
Rosacea sufferers are also advised to identify 
and avoid lifestyle and environmental factors 
that may aggravate their individual condi- 
tions. 

Here are some tips from the National 
Rosacea Society for avoiding winter-related 
tripwires: 

•Cover the face with a scarf or ski mask to. - 
protect from wind and cold. 

•Minimize outdoor activities. 

•Wear a sunscreen even in cool or cold 
weather. 

•Dress in layers to protect against both 
outdoor and indoor temperature extremes. 

•Reduce indoor heat. 

•Take frequent breaks, if possible, to cool 
down vvhen cooking. 

•Avoid holiday stress by not ovcr-sched- ' 
uling. 

•Lower the temperature of heated bever- 
ages with an ice cube, and limit consumption 
of alcohol.

Child care providers 
learn how to help 
children breathe easier 

As preschoolers head indoors this winter, 
many of them will be able to breathe easier' 
thanks to a new program from the Asthma 
and Allergy Foundation ofAmerica. Spurred 
by the rising rate of asthma and food allergies 
among children, the voluntary health agency 
has launched as aggressive campaign to edu- 
cate child care providers about how to better 
care for children with these diseases. 

Hundreds of child care providers are be- 
ing trained across the country to recognize 
the signs and symptoms of asthma and food 
allergy anaphylaxis, how to properly use . 
medications, as well as steps to take if faced 
with a life- threatening situation. In addition, 
a key component of the program is learning 
about practical measures they can take in the 
day care setting to reduce a child's exposure 
to allergens and irritants that can cause 
breathing problems. 

"Our goal is to help these children out of 
the emergency room," said mary Worstell, ex- 
ecutive director of the foundation. "We want 
to raise the standard of care these preschool- 
ers receive to help them breathe easier in a 
place where they spend most of their day."

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my blood boil sometimes when I see what 
goeson in that show. For those of you who 
are unfamiliar with the show, it is basically a 
fictional show about the goings on at a public 
High School in Boston. What becomes 
painfully clear in this program is the incredi- 
ble disrespect students show towards teach- 
ers, faculty and each other. Also, you see 
many parents backing up their children's ob- 
noxious behavior with the word, "lawsuit." 
You watch the faculty trying as hard as they 
can to be tolerant of blatantly horrible behav- 
ior by kids and 1 find myself really becoming 
upset watching how mUch they really take. 

Is it real? Ten years ago, I worked at a 
program that was 10 times worse than what 
you see in this show. In tantrum rages, kids 
would send desks flying regularly at this pro- 
gram. Now, at that time, inclusion hadn't tak- ■ 
en place yet, so the kids with behavior prob- 
lems were in a separate, special program like 
the one I was at. Usual classrooms didn't 
have the "special needs" kids in their class- 
rooms. Since the "special needs" kids have 
been included in the regular classroom, I 
have heard more about this type of thing in 
regular school. I never knew about Inclusion 
until I went to a seminar aboutBehavior Dis- ( 
orders and sat with some teachers. There 
were many teachers there who were very mad 
about this new way of doing things because, 
they believed that they were not trained cor- 
rectly to handle the behavior problems of the 
"special needs" kids and also they felt that 
those same kids were not getting the atten- 
tion they needed. They also reported to me 
that, in their opinion, that the other kids were 
not getting the time they required because 
others were so needy. Teachers I know have 
described Inclusion to me in the following 
way: it basically did away with separate "spe- 
cial needs-" programs and classrooms and 
"included" the "special needs" kids in the reg- 
ular classroom. The purported reason for In- 
clusion was to take away the "stigma" from 
the "special needs" child and make him or 
her feel more included in the normal class-

room and normal life. I'm not sure that this 
was the real motivation behind it. I'm also not 
sure whether it is a good thing or not. 

-Anyway, in the program I worked in, I saw 
parents threaten lawsuits and physical vio- 
lence based on protecting their child's hor- 
rendous behavior. One day, I stood at the re- 
ceptionist's desk with some other faculty and 
watched a father of one of the nastiest kids 
tell us that he was coming back for us with an 
automatic weapon because we dared to sanc- 
tion his.child for misbehavior. I saw kids spit 
in faculty faces. I saw faculty, including my- 
self, get threats and abuse from the students 
in ways that were intolerable. All the time, we 
had to "turn the other cheek" the same way 
you see the actors and actresses in "Boston 
Public" do. I spent a few years in that place 
and toward the end I felt like going to work 
was like going to Beirut during wan Now! 
hear all of those kinds of things happening in 
• the public schools. I hear it mostly through 
my clients and I cannot believe, my ears half 
the time. I have incredible respect for the 
teachers and other faculty who go to these 
schools every day and deal with this stuff and 
I also wonder how they do it all the time and . 
for so long! 

I don't mean to be pessimistic, and 1 am 
very aware that there are a lot of good kids out 
-there, but I do want to be honest about my 
experiences and what I have heard from oth- 
ers. I think the best thing for your daughter to 
do, to get an accurate picture, is for her to 
start interviewing teachers. She should go to 
several schools, in several areas and ask them 
what their feelings are and what their experi-' 
ences have been. I think she needs a lot of 
opinions and a lot of thought before she ._ 
makes a decision. When I worked at the pro- 
gram I was at, I was there in the capacity of 
Psychologist and not teacher, so my view, 
might be different than others she might talk 
to . I did watch all of the same things the

Are the best mortgage rates online? Comparison focuses on APR 



The Internet has given many consumers 
the impression that it can do everything a tra- 
ditional, retail business can do, except that it- 
can do it faster, easier and for less money. 

Just compare the price of a book online 
versus the same title at the mall. Checkout 
the price of an airline ticket on the Web versus 
one bought from a travel agent. Look at the 
interest rate for that e-mortgage versus the 
rates offered by local lenders. 

Indeed, interest rates for home loans on 
the Web do look pretty appealing at first 
glance. So, Mundelein-based Majestic Mort- 
gage Corp. decided to find out whether the 
Internet really does offer the best deals. 



Its research makes a case that the savings 
Internet lenders claim to offer are nominal, 
and the case for using a traditional lender is 
made even stronger when those sometime 
savings are held up against the services and 
advice of a real-life mortgage broker or 
banker. 

Majestic's cost comparison of online 
lenders versus traditional lenders focuses on 
APR [annual percentage rate) rather than in- 
terest ratesi 

While interest rates determine the . 
monthly payment, APR factors in additional 
upfront costs like points and loan origination 
fees. [APR does not include all costs — title in- 



surance, for example, is excluded from the 
APR calculation. Other fees, like express ship- 
ping charges, might be excluded too). 

The federal government requires all 
lenders to use the same formula to calculate 
APR, and it requires lenders to disclose APR, 
as well as other loan payment information. 

"APR sorts out the real quotes from the 
lowball quotes," said Tom Ward, president of 
Majestic Mortgage Corp. "A mortgage might 
offer a very low interest rate, but the APR can 
be much higher. That's because the borrower 
might be required to pay thousands of dollars 
in upfront fees to obtain that low rate." 

For example, one Internet site Majestic ' 



Mortgage researched touted a 30-year, fixed- • 
rate mortgage at 6.75 percent; however, fees for 
that mortgage were $5,665 for a $150,000 loan. 

"When we compared that loan to a loan at 
8.00percent, with no origination fees or 
points and an APR of 8.066 percent, we found 
that a borrower who opted for the 6.75 per- 
cent rate would need almost four years to 
make that rate pay for itself," Ward said.

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MEYERS 
ON MORTGAGES

This week, The Meyers Report digs into the mailbag 
once again to answer readers' questions and in the sea- 
son for big consumer spending, credit is a hot issue. 

Q. I'm getting ready to shop for my first mort- 
gage. What can I do to make my credit look better? 

A. "You probably needed to ask that question two or 
three years ago," said Angelo Cusinato, president of 
Resource Plus Mortgage, a midwestem mortgage company. 

"One of the most frequent questions we get asked is 
about credit, and I can't emphasize strongly enough that 
it's one of the biggest things a lender looks at. The prob- 
lem is; you can't just fix it by getting your payments up 
to date (at the last minute.) If you have missed pay- 
ments, if collection agencies have contacted you, that's 
going to make it more difficult for you to get the rate 
you want, or even to get your mortgage." 

"Unfortunately," he added, "most people don't think 
about their credit until they're ready to look for a mort- 
gage. If you think that you may be looking for a mort- 
gage, even three or four years down the road, check on 
your credit now. You may find mistakes, which can take 
several months to get corrected, or worse, you may find . 
that you have problems that are your fault. In that case, 
all you can do is start making regular payments, on 
schedule and on time, and give your credit time to 
heal." Otherwise, your only mortgage optibn may 
include a much higher interest rate than the rest of the 
"A" credit .market. 

Q. I earn my income as a freelancer, so I have no 

steady employment. I have several steady clients, 

however, and I've kept up rent payments. Will my 

'lack of an employer make it hard for me to get a 

mortgage? 

A. "If you're self-employed, you effectively have a 
business providing a service. You may have 20 cus- 
tomers, and they're different customers each year. As 
long as a lender can see that you are able to generate a 
stream of income doing what you do, that should not be 
an issue. That would not affect, by itself, your ability to 
have a loan." 

"In order for you to get the kind of loan you would 
want," he said, "that is, the rate that is quoted in most 
of the newspapers, you've got to be able to document 
income, have good credit, and have a down payment, 
usually five percent. So, if you're unable to document 
income, you may still be able to get a loan," but you 
may need a larger down payment, and good credit 
would be critical."

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Carbon Monoxide: Protect yourself from this invisible poison 



You can't smell it and you can't taste it, 
but carbon monoxide (CO) is the leading 
cause of poisoning death in the United 
States. CO is a colorless, odorless gas that is 
produced as a result of the incomplete • 
burning of carbon-containing fuels. As win- 
ter approaches, Illinois residents are re- 
minded to take extra precautions to prevent 
CO poisoning, as well as to recognize its 
symptoms 'and signs, and to know the prop- 
er first-aid steps to follow in the event of an 
exposure. 

Last fall, the Illinois Poison Center (IPC), 
which offers free poison prevention treat- 
ment and advice via a statewide hotline, 1- 
800-942-5969, handled 596 cases related to 
CO exposures. 

Common sources of CO found in people's 
homes include oil, wood or gas furnaces, 
space heaters (those that use kerosene), gas 
or oil water heaters, gas stoves or dryers. 
These appliances emit CO during regular 
use, and it may become a problem when 
there is a leak from the vent that carries CO 
out of the home, or when an appliance or a 
piece of equipment malfunctions or is poor- 
ly ventilated. Other sources of CO include: 
cars, trucks, motorcycles and mopeds; char- 
coal grills, candles and gas lanterns; and 
gasoline- powered lawn mowers, snow blow- 
ers, chain saws and weed-eaters. 

Prevention is the key to ensuring that CO 
will not be a problem in your home. The fol- 
lowing prevention tips will help to keep your 



family safe from possible CO exposures: 

•Have all fuel-burning appliances, fur- 
naces, vents and fireplaces inspected at the 
beginning of each heating season by a pro- 
fessional technician. 

•Make sure appliances and chimneys 
have proper airflow. 

•Do not use an oven or gas range for heat- 
ing your home. 

•Do not let the space heater run, or leave 
the stove or fireplace burning while you are 
sleeping. 

•Use charcoal and gas grills only in well- 
ventilated areas — never use them inside 
your home or in a tent. 

•Have your car's exhaust system inspect- 
ed for possible leaks. 

•Never let your car's engine run in the 
garage, even if the garage door is open. 

•Do not sleep in a parked car, or let any- 
one travel or sleep in the covered bed of a 
pick-up truck while the engine is running. 

"Although anyone can be poisoned by CO, 
pregnant women, young children, the elder- 
ly and those with respiratory illnesses, heart 
disease or anemia are at greater risk," said 
Tony Burda, chief poison specialist at the 
IPC. "CO poisoning usually occurs slowly 
over a period of several hours; however, at 
very high concentrations, CO can kill in 
minutes." 

Early symptoms of CO poisoning — in- 
cluding headache, nausea, vomiting and 
dizziness — can mimic the flu or other ill- 
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nesses. Mare significant poisoning symp- 
toms also can include a throbbing 
headache, drowsiness, confusion and heart 
irregularities. Severe poisonihgs'can cause 
convulsions, unconsciousness, brain dam- . 
age and even death. 

"if you think someone may have been ex- 
posed to carbon monoxide, fresh air is the 
most important treatment," said Burda. 
"Open the windows wide and help the vic- 
tim outside. Once you are out of immediate' 
danger, call the IPC at 1-800-942-5969 to re- 
port your symptoms." 

Burda says the IPC's poison specialists 
will advise you regarding the need for. med- 
ical care and also direct you to contact a cer- 
tified health and ventilation contractor, the 
gas company, or the fire department for ad- 
ditional support if it is needed. 

CO detectors are another way to protect 
your family from being exposed to danger- 
ous levels of CO gas. CO detectors function 
like smoke detectors to warn you before CO 
concentrations reach dangerous levels. The 
Consumer Product Safety Commission rec- 
ommends that CO detectors be placed on 
each floor of your home, especially in sleep- 
ing areas, and near any major gas-burning 
appliances. Using CO detectors that sound 
an alarm (and not just show a change in col- 
or) is preferred, since they can warn sleep- 
ing persons of potential danger. However, if 
you suspect there is a problem in your 
home, even though your CO detector alarm

a holiday season is wonderful for many reasons. 
It enhances good will towards others, renews 
faith, adds joy, sparks our eyes with colorful 
lights and decorations, and permeates the air with the aroma 
of freshly cut pine, cinnamon and nutmeg, peppermint, and 
the Yule log burning. 

The good tidings and the thrill of the season can cause 
many of us to become generous beyond our means, and New 
Year's resolutions vowing fiscal responsibility follow. While 
lifestyle changes may be necessary to get the checkbook in bal- 
ance, living within a budget doesn't mean that one has to be 
deprived of either material needs or luxury. 

Bountiful treasure awaits those who have more time than 
money to unearth the goodies at Like County's many resale 
and thrift shops. Anything and everything can be bought on 
the secondhand market from practical items like children's 
blue jeans — outgrown long before they're worn out — to frilly 
party dresses and furs.' 

Some stores like the Kiddie Korner in Libertyville, and 
Once Upon a Child with locations in Round Lake, Mundelein 
and McHenry focus primarily on infants, children and mater- 
nity keeping the racks and shelves stocked with appropriate 
clothing, car seats, monitors, toys and youth furniture. 
Ester Damore, whose mother owns Kiddie Korner, said, "Peo- 
ple often don't realize that we are a resale shop until they see 
the prices on the tags. We buy by appointment, and are very 
selective about what we take." 

She said that they screen people over the phone first be- ' 
fore setting up an appointment. Items are brought in seasonal- 
ly. "There's usually a little wait for people who want to bring 
things into us," said Damore. "We don't bulk price things, and 
they get their money right away, so people are usually happy 
with us and come back when they have items (o pass on." 

Damore notes that the shop does mix in a few new items 
for customer convenience/ 

Kim Barrett, owner of Once Upon a Child, also said her 
three shops mix in a few new items, and also buys items di- 
rectly as opposed to taking consignments. "Because we are so 
selective, there are certain items that we don't get many of, but 
we want to have all types of furniture, clothing and equipment 
available." 

Barrett adds that her store tries to be customer friendly. 
"Our three stores are only about 20 minutes away from each 
other," she said. "We're happy to call our other stores if we 
know someone is looking for something in particular." 

•The Upscale Resale shop in Libertyville has men's, women's 
and children's clothing, coats and accessories of higher end 
name brands and designer labels. The condition of accepted 
merchandise is near perfect. An Armani suit is on the rack that 
would retail for $050 new for about one-third of that cost. 



Natalie Gale, owner of Upscale Resale, said, "All items 
must be laundered or dry cleaned, and on hangers. We don't 
take items with stains or tears." Designer names found in the 
shop include Donna Karan, Jones New York, Doc Martens and 
Coach. Additionally, there is a whole rack of designer materni- 
ty clothes for women looking for ah option to the wide ruffle 
collar at a reasonable price. 

Items are rotated every 60 days. There are two mark down

periods within the 60 days. One item that made through both 
markdowns, but that will surely find a new home is a small size 
Dooney & Bourke purse reduced to S20. 

From My Sister's Closet in Antioch has a general theme, 
but has one long wall that is filled with party dresses appropri- 
ate for fancy Christmas and New Year's Eve parties (or home- 
coming and prom). Once the perfect party dress is picked, this 
shop will complete your outfit with more than 40 furs and 
leather coats to keep out the winter's chill. 

As with Upscale Resale, this shop also has designer clothes 
and handbags. Additionally, it has everything imaginable from 
vintage clothing and hats, sterling jewelry, and some new, 
hand-made hats that have almost a cult following at the store. 
■ "There are so many cool things that come in to the shop, 
and they all have a story behind them," said owner Uz Keller. 
"Even things that we don't necessarily think are special, some- 
one else will come in and go wild over it." 

Trader Jon's in Round Lake Beach primarily has electron- 
ics such as televisions and VCRs, and musical instruments. 
The storeowncr, Jon Chapman, stresses that his shop is not a 



pawnshop, but a straight resale shop. Nothing is accepted that 
is not in good working order. 

Nearly all of the area's resale and thrift shops have a chari- 
table aspect to them. The Treasure Hunt Gift and Resale Shop 
in Mundelein is set up solely to aid those in need. Partners Bev 
Anderson and Elaine Neville own the shop. The shop sells 
items, the proceeds of which are used to pay the rent and up- 
keep. Items are available for families in need of assistance. 

Anderson said, "If we have it, we'll donated it to a family in 
need. We're not allowed to give cash to the families, but we 
can certainly give them clothing and household items." 

The shop has a litde of everything from "screw drivers to 
hairclips, plus clothes furniture, dishes and books." All items 
are obtained through donation. 

"We will pick up local donations," said Anderson. "Right 
now we have a beautiful organ that we would like to donate to 
a church or a nursing home. There's not a scratch on it; I just 
can't seem to find an organization that could use it. We'd real- 
ly like to see it get a good home." 

The Tri-County Thrift Shop in Grayslake is operated by 
Tri-County Pregnancy and Parenting Services, and benefits 
the pregnancy center. Manager Sarah Vanderlip said, "The 
pregnancy center has a lot of baby goods there that they give 
out. They also give credit vouchers to those who need them, so 
they can come in here and pick out things that will help them. 

All items in this shop are also donated. "Donations are tax 
deductible, and we give out receipts for the items," said Van- 
derlip. "We can make arrangements to pick up larger items, 
but smaller things need to be brought in." 

The shop's slogan is that it has "garage sale'prices with de- 
partment store convenience." Vanderlip added, "We work 
hard to keep our items well sorted. If you're looking for a 
medium sweater, it will be there on the medium rack." 

Most resale and thrift shops have a 60-day rotation period. 
Consignment shops generally offer consignors die option of 
picking up things that haven't sold or donating them to a charity. 

Items from Tri-County Thrift Shop are donated to the Sal- 
vation Army after 60 days. Clothing from From My Sister's 
Closet goes to a medical clinic for those in need run by Liz' : 
husband Dick Keller. Upscale Resale passes on items to both 
Lamb's Farm, and the White Elephant in Chicago to benefit 
Children's Memorial Hospital. 

Many thrift stores such as Helping Hands Resale Shop in 
Antioch allow less fortunate families to trade children's clothes 
that have been outgrown for larger items. 

They say one man's trash is another man's treasure. Savvy 
customers have more to gain than the thrill of the hunt when 
supporting one or more of die area's secondhand stores. Us- 
ing the services of these shops allows us to help others while 
helping ourselves.

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Quilts from Lake County 
on display at Discovery Museum 

An exhibition of antique and contemporary quilts, tilled 
Irish Chains and Spider Webs: Quilts from Lake County, is*on display at the 
Lake County Discovery Museum from December 2000 through 
April 2001. 
The exhibit showcases quilts from the Museum's collec- 
. tipn, area, historical societies and the community. Seventeen 
quilts, spanning 150 years of the quilt maker's art, are dis- 
played along with photographs, two pieces of quilted 
clothing, and several quilting artifacts. The diverse and 
beautiful quilts in the exhibit tell fascinating stories about 
Lake County families and worYien's history. 

The earliest quilt in the show, made in about 1850, came to 
Waukegan via Pennsylvania, Virginia and New York. Like many Americans who trav- 
eled west, its owners carried with them the objects that told their family's story. Mod- 
ern quilts also tell stories about American history and social change. In a quilt she com- 
pleted this year, Sadie Watts of Zion used patterns that served as Directional signals on 
the Underground Railroad. 

The most elaborate quilt on the exhibition is a crazy quilt by Elizabeth Preston 
Benwell of Volo for her youngest daughter, Minnie, in 1891. Pieced together with fancy 
stitches and bright fabric, the quilt contains tiny pieces of the buckskin bag that Min- 
nie's father used during the 1848 California Gold Hush. 

Expert quilt makers, lovers of American history, and anyone who has ever slept be- 
neath an old family quilt, will enjoy hearing the stories of these wonderful artifacts, 
come explore the history behind this unique art form at the Lake County Discovery 
Museum.
